Here having formerly been given an Account of part of this Book, we now 
proceed with the Remainder. 

Our Author defcribes here the Tower of Babel as the firft Specimen of 
the Po/?-Diluvian Archite&ure ; this he fays was the feat of the firft Mo- 
narchy, built by Nemrod, of bituminous Matter ; occafionally he defcribes the Tower 
of Babylon trom Herodotus, though he thinks it uncertain whether it was the fame 
with this of which Mofes writes: The Intentionof the Builders he conjectures to be 
the fear of another Deluge ; though fome have thought there wasadefign to reach 
Heaven thereby, according to the Poctic-Fables of the Gyants ; others for Aftrono- 
mical Obfervations, but he thinks the chief Caufes to have been the gaining of Re- 
nown, and the avoiding being difpers’d : He gives alfoan Account of the Number of 

Tongues which fucceeded upon the Confufion. 

Difcourfing of the feveral Generations of the Ifraelite#n Egypt, he there reckons 
up what Numbers they might amount to after fo long a time, and occafionally calcue 
lates the Number of Mankind before the Flood, and fays that there was more Men be- 
fore that than ever fince. 

Concerning the Number of the Stars, he fhows they may well be {aid to be innu- 
merable,fince the TelefCopes dayly difcover fo many formerly unknown. Alfo from 
Archimedes his Arenarius, he fhews that a greater number may be aflign’d than the 
Sand of the Sea ; altho’ that, commonly f{peaking, may be call’d innumerable,fince its 
juft Number cannot be determined. 

The Original of Circumcifion and other the burthenfom Rites ofthe ceremonial Law, 
he fays was a punifhment of dam and Eve for drinking of Wine, which he fays 
was the Tree of the knowledge of Good and Evil: Indeavouring to prove it from 
henee, that in holy Writ there is no Tree to which more Good and Ill is afcrib’d 
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than to the Vine and its Fruit ; hence proceeded the Abftemioufhefs of the Nazarites 
and Rechabites, and perhaps the Mahometans ; that from the ufeof Wine proceede 
Natural Concupifcence, the Caufé of their being afham’d of their Nakednefs, : 

He difcourfes of the Paflover, the time of its Obfervation, of our Eaffer, and the 
manner of dreffingthe Pafchal Lamb. —_, 

Of the Days of the Purification of Women: he gives us from Vitruvius a defcrip- 
tion of the Egyptian Oeci ; of the Myfteries of the Name of God amongft the He- 
brews; of the Seal of God; of the feveral Seals and Signs of Nations and Arts ; of 
the Tables of the Law, and the Letters wherewith they were written; of the Ark of 
the Covenant; of the Obférvationof theSeventh Day ; of the Pillar of the Cloud ; 
of the Candleitick mentioned by Mofes, Exodus 25. of the Lamp of Minerva men- 
rion’d by Vitruvius, and fince him by Cardanusand Baptiffa Porta, of the Altar of 
Burnt-offerings, of whichhe gives us 2 Scheme ; of the miftake of painting Mofes 
vith Horns ; of the Feaft of Tabernacles ; of the Valuation of Lands among the 
Jews, in regard they return’d again to their former Poffeflors every Fubile, 

He {peaks alfo largely of the nght of Primogeniture according to the Cuftoms 
of all Nations; of the manner of Encamping among the J/raelites, and of their feveral 
Bands ; of the Cities and Suburbs of the Levétes, and of Tythes. 

Speaking of the fall of the Walls of Jericho by the founding of Trumpets, he fays 
that it wasnot purely a Miracle, but fomething alfo proceeding from the power of 
Sounds. 

The ftanding ftill of the Sun in the time of Foféaa he folves by the ftopping of the 
Motion of the Earth upon its Centre, which neverthelefs mov’d in its great Circle after 
the manner of the Moon. 

He defcribes the making of Geographical Maps of Paleftine, he reckons very pro- 
bable the gathering together of fo many Foxes by Samp/on, andhis flaying fo many 
with the Jaw-bone of an Afs, which he fays was not by mowing them down as with a 
Sword, but by knocking of themdown. 

The cure of Jouathan’s Eyes by Honey he explains by natural experiences. 

He dceferibes the Temple of Solomon, and the Sanfum fanéforum; as alfo the two 
Columns of Fachin and Boaz, the Sea of Brafs, of which he prefents usa Scheme; and 
he difcourfes largely of the going back of the Shadow upon the Dyal of haz; of 
Nebuchadnezzar’s Golden Image ; of the Star feen by-the Wife Men in the Eaft, which 
be fays was extraordinary, and made on purpofe for them; of the proportion of 
debt and payment on occafion of the two Servants mention’d in the Gofpel ; of Solo- 
won's Glory compar’d with the Lilies of the Field ; of the fix Water Pots at the Mar- 
riage in Canaan; of the filver Shrines of Diana made by Demetrius , of the Seal of Chrift, 
Alp! aand Omega

He Author in his firft Book having laid down, that theSoul is not cireumfcribed 

in its body, gives that as a reafon for Apparitions in Church-yards, efpecially 

about the Graves of thofe who have died a violent death ; as judging they have their 

exiftence from the vital {pirit and radical moifture not quite diffolved: whence alfo he 

uppofes the bleeding of a flain Corps at the prefence or touch of the Murderer, and 
that fafcinations and the power of imagination cannot otherwife be performed. 


That 
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That the Spirits being as Rayes from divers parts contain the qualities of each, in 
refpe& whereunto he advifes not to have converfation with the difeafed, and more 
efpecially if the Difeafe be fuch we are inclined to, and where there is alikenefs of 
Nature and Complexion. ’ 

He fuppofes the natural heat of Bodies not to proceed from the Elements, but 
from the Heavens, and from the Sun as the heart of Heaven, which if multiplied in 
its proper vifcous matter would be a noble Medicine. 

That the Excrements retain fome portion of the vital Spirit , he proves from violent 
purging, from the death of thofe who are tapt (the Water carrying along with it 
more fpirits than the body can well fpare) and from too great an evacuation of pu- 
rulent matter in Wounds. That from this Spirit in Epidemical Difeafes the-conta- 
gion is propagated if the infected be not deep buried, the care whereof were well be- 
fitting the Magiftrate. 

He affirms the concatenation of the Spirits with the Parts to be the origine of mag- 
netick Cures ; that by this wonders may be effected, asof difcovering oncs Mind to a 
Friend at never fo great a diftance and at the fame inftant, by the means of Blood, 
Flefh and Spirits ; of the Lamp of Life which fheweth the difpofition of the Body by 
its light, and death by its voluntary extingtion, and that hence it is that natural Phil- 
vers move and captivate the Affections. 

That the Spirits are more naked in the Blood than in any other part, whence it is 
that Poyfons do operate much quicker in the Veins than in a double Dofe in the Sto- 
mack. ‘That Plaitters owe their energy to, and that many Difcafes may be cured by 
the Medium of this “pirit with ourward Applications. And here the Author takes 
notice of Cauterics , andthinks the applying of fome Specifick would very much faci- 
litate and further the Care; and that upon this ground the Ancients, to [flues made 
for the Gout, applyed Ivy Leaves, altho’ now indifferently made ufe of in other Di- 
ftémpers. 


In the fecond Book he requires the Phyfician to have a perfect knowledge of the 
Signatures of Simples, and of Aftrology, as judging them both neceflary tocompleat 
the Phyfician. And here he gives an account of feveral Purges, viz. the fpecfick 
Purgeof Paracelfis, Angelus Sala’s Cryftais of Silver, with a Preparation of Anti- 
mony, for the which the Author may be confulred. 

He very much condemns Phlebotomy and Iflues, and feems to lay the whole ftrefs 
of Phyfick upon Confortatives, where he mentions feveral, as Gafcoign’s. Powder, 
Q. Elizabeth's rectified Amber, and gives a hint for the preparing of Coral, Pearls, ec. 
for their Tin<tures, which he ®ys was communicated to him by Sir Edmund Stafford, 
and that little elfé is required in the preparing of urum Potabile and the Univerfal 
Elixir. 

He likewife gives fome Rules in the choofing ot Herbs by their Signatures, and ap- 
proves Of fuch which have as Well the Signarurc of ihe Part affe&ted,as of the Difeafe, 
and in cafe where fuch are wanting to furply sae de&& by two. 

He fpeaks of the {veral ways of trantplaniing D.feafes into Trees, Animals, cc. 
as of applying Cucumbers and Puppies to the difeafed. 

He makes mention of a Magnet which Dr. I/:ad fhewed him which drew fo power- 
fully, applyed to the region of his Heart tha: be could not fetch his-breath, which 
Magnet isa Compendium ux the whole Becy compounded of Blood and Excrements, 
and to be applyed to the Emunctories for the curing of Difeates. 

He gives fome cautions for the due difpoung our Excrements, where he takes no- 
tice of a bloody Flux caufed by the mixing with the Excrements of thofe who have 
been troubled with that Diftemper, and by eafing upon violently purging and exulce- 
rating Herbs. 
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Inthe laft place he fays, that the Salt of Blooddiffolved in the Men/truum of the 
World and philofophically prepared is the beft of Medicines, which in a Glafs-H.S. 
ina gentle heat will exhibitthe Image of a Man the true homuncio Paracelfi ; and he 
aiirms the reprefentation of Plants to be but one and the fame Preparation withthe 


In the third Book he brings his Rules into Pradtice in reference tothe Head-ach by 
recounting the many ways for the curing thereof by Magnetifm, for which the Author 
may be confulted.

the fame Volume all the Treatifes together which they have written on one particular 
Subje&t, fo that by this new Method we have one entire Work of the feveral Pieces of 
Hippocrates andGalen, and enlarged with feveral Tracts never before publifh’d. 
Weare oblig’d for it tothe deceas’d M. Chartier late Phyfician to the King, Dr. Re- 
cent of the faculty of Phyfick at Paris ; and M. Blondel,and M./e Moine,Phyficians of the 
fame faculty have generoufly affifted in the compleating of the three laft of thefe Thir- 
teen Volumes, which remain’d to be Printedat the deathof that learned Man. The 
Twelfth Volume contains feveral Figures,which by exhibiting to us the Chyrurgery of 
the Ancients, gives us to underftand what progrefs has been fince made in that Science,
